The science of medicine Is y#Ar after 
year becoming more and more perfect 
Its diagnosis are more reliable and its 
method of treatm ent is more raMonaL 
Although the brain Is the chief part 
of the anim al man, yet there are many 
things about the brain which scientists 
have not yet fathomed. 
B ut great strides have been m ade In 
th at knowledge which has only within 
recent years been discovered and which 
reveals to us w hat the cranium really 
contains. 
Shelving w hat has gone be­ 
fore and w hat has been taug h t as m ed­ 
ical law, the following Interesting data 
on how the brain works are now what 
Is accepted at the present tim e as the 
correct theory: 
The cerebrum —front and top—Is the 
chief p art of the brain and the Imme­ 
diate source of all our mental action. 
The gray m ailer of the outer surface is 
made up of layers of nerve cells. These 
are tho thinking centers. 
Experim ents 
have clearly dem onstrated th a t each 
convolution has a special function, and 
lf destroyed it cannot be replaced. 
It has also been found th a t the left 
tide of th e brain is more active than 
Hie right. 
How has tlint been found out? Well, 
lf an epileptic commences a fit by 
tw itching the right thum b or hand one 
would find Its cause In Its nerve centoi * Jured.” 
on the left side of the brain. 
It Is only 
within the past few years th at medical 
men are now able to m ake a m ap of the 
surface of the brain according to Hie 
rarlous functions performed. 
All Impressions received from th* 
outer world, w hether through the me 
dium of sight, smell, hearing, taste rn 
touch, nre carried direct to the surface 
of the brain and recorded lu the brain 
cells ol their respective areas, while 
nil movem ents are the result of Im 
pulses from the cells In the different 
motor areas. 
Now, there are five large sensory 
areas In the make up of Hie brain 
First, sight, which la the largest, at 
the back of the brain. Smell, tnste and 
hearing have their positions at the side 
of the head In the temporal (temples’ 
region and inner surface. 
Touch hai 
Its domicile at the top of the b rain 
while the large motor (giving motion) 
area takes up the bulk of the middle 
brain. 
These are so splendidly arranged Dj 
nature th a t the motor cells of the lips 
are in front, then those of the hand, 
arm and so on to the foot. 
To give 
you an example how the sensory and 
motor nerves work: If you touched 
anything hot or sharp, the Impression 
would be conveyed to the sensory area 
along the nerves connected with it 
The sensory cell which received the 
message would Immediately com m uni­ 
cate with the motor cells to pull youi 
hand aw ay. 
W hy Is It easier to rememl>er an ob­ 
ject than, say. a m athem atical formula 
or a poem? The reason of this Is that 
whereas the* former has impression* 
stamped on several brain centers, such 
as sight, touch, smell, taste an d the 
rest, the latter are stam ped on centers 
which nre not nearly so retentive as 
the former. 
In repeating poetry, for Instance, it 
I* the sound of the last line which 
nuggests the next line, but an object 
presents itself to the brain center* 
concerned Immediately. 
You know an 
apple or an orange when you see It 
been use you are aided In distinguishing 
It by a set of centers which are not 
only more numerous, but quicker in 
perception. 
Though poetry is revived 
In the sight aud sound centers, It I* 
not so well fixed there as In the othei 
rase, because It calls up fewer cen 
tors. 
An apple, for Instance, Is stamped 
twice In the optic center, once as a 
green fruit and once as the printed 
word. 
T here Is an optic word center 
and a pictorial or photographic center. 
The poem Is only stam ped In the for­ 
mer. as of course it Is not an object 
which can l>e pictorially represented. 
The brain is nothing less than a big 
album of photographs and other sen­ 
sory Impressions, The prefrontal region 
may be compared to a registry odic* 
where certain records nre kept. 
In the 
brain th a t particular part Is the start 
lug place for the memory. 
If we wish 
to recall a subject, the stim ulus must 
pass to the prefrontal or registry office 
of the brain, whence the stim ulus is 
aint to the brain cells containing the 
sensations to be recalled. 
It is like a 
signal box on a railway. 
Now, un leas your blood be in good 
order the a o th e life of the brain will 
be affected, 
blood is the nourishing 
agent, and lf It be of a poor kind the 
work It does hi the way of nourishment 
will bo of a worthless character practi­ 
cally. 
Poor blood Is on enemy of the 
brain, but happily It Is not so dlsos 
trous a foe as worry. In th at you have 
the real enemy of the brain. 
W orry 
disorganizes 
the 
machinery 
of 
the 
brain nnd mind and Is little Inferior to 
shock, which usually paralyzes both. 
W orry causes Irregular nerve action. 
and if it be continuous It produces a 
confusion of Ideas. ’I his depresses the 
cells of the brain, nnd the usual result 
Is lf there Is no abatem ent In the worry 
complete failure of the brain’s action 
ami consequent mental disturbance. 
Self control Is the key to preserving 
the equilibrium of the brain and to 
m aintaining Its natural healthy state.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.
